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Firearms 
seized in 
raid in 
Woolwich 


THE NEWSPAPER CAMPAIGNING FOR AN EVEN GREATER GREENWICH 


POLICE have recovered four firearms 
in Woolwich following an 
intelligence-led operation by the 
council-funded Greenwich Violent 
and Organised Crime Unit (VOCU). 

The operation took place in the 
evening of Tuesday, September 1. 

A revolver, two shotguns and two 
possible replica firearms were seized 
at the scene. Officers from a 
specialist team dedicated to in-depth 
searches were also at the premises. 

It was also believed that cocaine 
and cash might be found at the 
property. 

The firearm operation was 
authorised by Det. Chief Supt. 
Richard Wood, who was recently 
appointed as Greenwich’s new 
Borough Commander. 

Two men have been arrested for 
possession of prohibited firearms 
and are in custody at an SE London 
police station. Officer in the case D.S. 
Sean Drislane said: “The 
investigation is on-going and there is 
still more work to be done, but I am 
pleased that we have managed to 
remove four firearms from the 
streets of our borough. We would 
like to thank those in Nightingale 
Vale for their patience while we 
conduct our enquiries.” 

In the meantime, officers 
conducting reassurance patrols and 
stop-and-searches across the borough 
have arrested a man for “going 
equipped”. 

He was carrying a “burglary kit”, 
which included several tools useful 
to break into cars and houses.

Blackheathis 
occasionally host 
to commercial 
circuses and 
funfairs, but they 
are held with the 
prior consent of the 
community. And in 
any case, apart 
from some 
inadequate 
responses to 


questions 
concerning 
funding, logistics 
and accountability, 
it isn’t money that 
troubles the more 
serious critics of 
Climate Camp 
strategy. As a still 
civilly disobedient 
veteran of the 
1980s’ peace 
movement who led 
direct action 
workshops before 
many of today’s 
Climate Campers 
were born, I know 
where these people 
are coming from. 
While I have a 
problem with the 
overwhelmingly 
white middle-class 
demographic, and 
oversimplification 
of certain 
scientific, political 
and economic 
issues, the activists 
enjoy my qualified 
support. What 
bothers me is 
Climate Camp’s 
amoral 

appropriation of 
the common. 
Squatting common 
land is not the 
action of principled 
green libertarians. 
One may 
understand their 
reluctance to co- 
operate with the 
authorities, but 
this does not 
excuse the 
violation of 
common land we 
saw last week on 
Blackheath.

The day that haunts me still 


I LIVED in Greenwich 
throughout the London 
blitz and recall so many 
terrible incidents. The 
one that will never leave 
me was in January, 1941. 
When war was declared, I 
lived at 3 Halstow Road. I 
was terrified in this 
house, always feeling 
something would happen 
there. If no-one was at 
home I would not go in 
the house alone. 
Thankfully, we moved to 


5 Mycenae Road and used 
the shelter in St George’s 
Church building in 
Westcombe Hill. 

It was the middle of 
January, 1941, the 
curate of the church 
was playing 
the piano for a 
hymn singing 
session, when 
suddenly there 
was an 
enormous 

explosion, just as we 


were singing the hymn 
“Rescue the perishing, 
care for the dying”. 

We found out that a huge 
bomb had dropped in 
Ormiston Road, right 
opposite where I 
had previously 
lived. Ten people 
were killed and 
houses 5-11 were 
completely 
destroyed. Some of 
the injured were brought 
into our shelter and the 


house 3 Halstow that I'd 
been so afraid of was also 
down. 

Had I been in the house I 
would have been 
sheltering in the cellar 
with the wrecked house 
on top of me. 

That incident still haunts 
me and I will never forget 
it amongst all the many 
bombs that fell in 
Greenwich.

Appropriately, the match 
took place 75 years after 
Sam joined Charlton from 
Boldon Villa in 1934. South 
Shields, who play at 
Simonside - where Sam 
was born in 1914 - hung on 
to the trophy they won for 
the first time last season.

Frances told us: “In 1819, the 
Duke was Master-General of the 
Ordnance - in charge of the

On October 18, 1900, another A- 
list celeb - London actor 
manager Sir Henry Irving - was 
in Wellington Street for the 
official opening of The Grand 
Theatre. Woolwich town hall 
opened right next door to it 
shortly afterwards. 

Frances said: “In the early 
days, they put on plays like 
‘Merchant of Venice’ and 
‘School for Scandal’. There was 
even one play called ‘The 
Favourite’ which featured real 
racehorses on stage!” 

Later, The Grand became The 
Hippodrome, then a cinema in 
the same name. That was pulled 
down in 1939 to be replaced by 
the Regal Cinema in 1955.

the old town hall) was built in 
1863. But WHO was the DG? 
WHY was it called that? 

And, further up the hill on the 
same side, says Frances, was St 
John’s Church. 

It was built in 1847 at a cost of 
just over £4,000 which was 
“defrayed by subscription”, 
according to the Records of the 
Woolwich District. 

Its Sunday School opened in 
October, 1872, and a day-school 
opened the following month. 

The records give us an echo 
here of the present Greenlaw 
Street, Woolwich Dockyard: 
“The first incumbent of St 
John’s was the Rev. G.W. 
Sandys, M.A., who was 


appointed in 1847, and met his 
death by a railway accident in 
May, 1848. The chancel window 
is to his memory.” St John’s 
closed in 1938. Were any readers 
among its last congregation? 

• GT got all this info from the 
research room at Greenwich 
Heritage Centre, on the old 
Royal Arsenal site. It’s choc-ful 
of local history books and 
documents and it’s open to the 
public for free from 9am until 
5pm Tuesdays to Saturdays 
inclusive. 

The centre has a permanent 
exhibition of the history of The 
Royal Arsenal, as well as 
changing exhibitions on a range 
of other local topics. 


Anyone out 
there recall 
George and 
his column 
in the K.I.? 


AS well as Charlie King, my 
old editor and mentor at the 
Kentish Independent in 
Wellington Street, there was 
a wonderful character called 
George Glazebrook, who 
some may remember writing 
a popular weekly column 
called ‘Domestic Scene’ about 
life at home locally (let me 
know if you do!). 

George, who started at the 
“K.I.” as an errand boy in 
1936 at the age of 14, went on 
to be a print maestro - 
“You’ve got to have a 
typographical soul, young 
Peter!” - show page editor 
and columnist from the 
University of Life. 

He retired to St St Peter’s, 
Broadstairs, where he was 
also involved in amateur 
dramatics. A mob of us had 
sneaked down to watch him 
in some old-fashioned 
musical on a Friday or 
Saturday night, and George’s 
face when he saw us all 
afterwards was an absolute 
picture. Like Charlie, we 
loved him. Like Charlie, he 
had that wonderful gift of 
facing existence with a 
chuckle. Thanks to the 
wonders of Amazon, I’m in 
possession of two slim 
volumes that George wrote - 
‘Where No Flowers Grow’ 
(about his childhood in 
Deptford) and, surprise, 
surprise, ‘The Way We Were’ 
(about life in around 
Woolwich between the wars). 
Here’s a taster from the 
latter: “Now you are in 
Beresford Square and being 
shouldered across the cobbled 
stones and tram-lines. 
Kerosine lamps hanging over 
the stalls, sizzle noisily, 
mingling with the voices of 
the market traders and 
shoppers. Hundreds of them 
it seems to you. Somewhere 
over by the high pavement 
near Holy Trinity a Salvation 
Army is playing carols...” 

If you know anything about 
George, please let me know.

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Lyn’s gift is about ‘being there’

HOSPICE community nurse 
Lyn Williams says she never 
chose her career. “It chose me 
- and I still find it such a 
privilege,” she told GT. 

Lyn’s official title is clinical 
nurse specialist (Palliative Care 
Team) at Greenwich and Bexley 
Cottage Hospice, Abbey Wood. 
She and the rest of her outreach 
colleagues, including GPs and 
counsellor/social workers, are 
there to make the lives of 
seriously ill patients as 
comfortable and worry-free as 
possible - in their own homes. 

When she was five, she could 
never have predicted how it 
would turn out... 

The docker’s daughter - then 
Lyn Learmouth, born in the old 
St Alfege’s Hospital and brought 
up on Blackwall Lane - originally 
fell in love with the whole 
vocation as a “fashion 
statement”. 

She said: “I can remember we 
used to pass the old Dreadnought 
Seamen’s Hospital by the Cutty 
Sark and, there they were, in 
their bright pink uniforms. 

“This was definitely going to be

for me!” Sure enough, at the age 
of 16, Lyn had left Kidbrooke 
School and by the age of 18, after 
various jobs, was doing an 
entrance exam - for the 
Dreadnought! 

She told us: “It was real ‘old- 
fashioned’ nursing. Yes, I got to 
wear the pink uniform! There 
was also a starched hat and 
apron, which I loved.” 

A short while after, Lyn took 
a career-break - returning in 
her early thirties when her 
sons were aged 10 and 13. “It 
was my husband who said, 
‘Why don’t you go back into 
nursing?”’ 

It meant four years of 
training this time, including 
practical experience on the wards 
at the old Brook Hospital on 
Shooter’s Hill. Lyn said: “I 
couldn’t have done it without the 
support of my family. My 
husband and my boys were

wonderful - and my mum used to 
come round and do my cleaning!” 

When she qualified as a staff 
nurse, she found herself - very 
reluctantly - assigned to Edith 
Cavell, the cancer (oncology) 
ward. She said: “I was sure I 
didn’t want to do it, but I loved it! 
I felt I’d found my niche.” 

When the Brook was due to 
close, Lyn decided to go for 
interview at the brand new 
cottage hospice that was 
opening on Bostall Hill. She 
started work in December 1993 
- a couple of months before the 
first patients arrived - and 
found her niche again! 

“The hospice founders, the 
late Pat Jeavons and Don 
Sturrock, were like our mum 
and dad, they didn’t hesitate 
to tell us off if they felt it 
I necessary, They were both at 
my interview.” Lyn recalled. 

She’s worked her way up 
from hospice staff nurse - 
ward-manager to her present 
job - gaining ever more 
qualifications along the way. 

The culmination was a degree 
in Specialist Practice - “And, 
when I got it, I told my family, 
from then on there would just be 
food on our table at home - and 


not books, papers and journals!” 

She’s also played a full part in 
hospice fund-raising over the 
years. “I’ve done everything from 
sitting in a bath of custard to a 
tandem sky-dive, strapped to an 
instructor. I raised almost £2,000 
with that,” she told us. 

But, best of all, says Lyn, is just 
being with families at one of the 
most difficult times of their lives. 
“You’re learning all the time. 
When the doctor tells them their 
diagnosis, they can be anything 
from very angry , very emotional 
through to totally withdrawn. We 
have to try to deal with all of 
those feelings. 

“Then some people will talk 
about ‘my cancer’ . Others won’t. 
One person I visit calls it his 
‘alien’. “Families often protect 
each other and ‘things’ don’t get 
discussed for that very reason. 
That’s where sometimes people 
like us - coming in from outside - 
can raise certain issues and open 
up a conversation that might 
otherwise not take place.” 

Lyn added: “The word 
‘palliative’ for me means 
managing people’s symptoms 
and trying to give them a quality 
of life - for however long that 
might be.”

Students of class L 8 from 
Charlton School, the latter-day 
successor to the Open Air

Class teacher Jo Zarb said: “It 
was great to see Charlton 
students sharing with the 
students from Plumcroft. When 
we left, the class members said 


they had made new friends and 
they all agreed we had a great 
day out.” 

Artist Helen Marshall worked 
with a group of Plumcroft news 
reporters to make a 
documentary video, recording 
the day. 

• In the Summer of 1907 the 
London County Council 
borrowed an idea from 
Germany and opened an 
experimental ‘open air school’ 
for delicate children on 
Bostall Hill, Abbey Wood. 

The experiment was such a 
success that one year later the 
school re-opened a few miles 
away on a permanent site at 
Shrewsbury Park, where it 
stayed for 21 years until 
moving to Charlton Park. 

The Open Air School 
movement in Britain was the 
first state provision for 
children with special health 
needs. It pioneered healthy 
living, healthy eating and 
creative outdoor education - 
based on an understanding of 
and respect for the 
environment. 

These methods were such a 
success that the ideas were 
copied all over the world.

MOURNERS filled a 
parish church to honour a 
dedicated champion of 
people with disabilities. 

Friends and colleagues 
travelled from far and wide 
on August 21 to be at the 
funeral service of Wendy 
Dibdin at St Luke’s, Charlton. 

Mrs Dibdin, who was 71, was 
one of the founder-members 
of GAD - the Greenwich 
Association of Disabled 
People - in 1975. It is based at 
the Forum@Greenwich 
community centre in 
Trafalgar Road. 

She had lived in Charlton 
for more than four decades 
and had been using a 
wheelchair for well over 30 
years as a long-term result of 
an earlier road accident. 

Wendy, formerly Miss 
Weatherley, who had been 
Head of Science at 
Plumstead Manor School and 
later taught at Blackheath 
Bluecoat, travelled all over 
the south of England, 
fighting for better access for 
people with physical 
difficulties - and for greater 
awareness of the needs of the 
disabled. 

She had been an 
accessibility advisor when 
the original Dome on the 
Peninsula was set up in 2000, 
and she accompanied the 
Queen on the Royal Barge to 
its grand opening. She was 
awarded the MBE for 
services to the disabled in 
2002. 

Wendy died on August 5 at 
the QE Hospital, Woolwich, 
after a long illness. She 
leaves a husband, John, to 
whom she’d been married for 
45 years, and a son, Steven, 
who lives in America. The 
Dibdins’ daughter, Caroline, 


died two years ago. 

John Dibdin, a retired BT 
engineer, told GT: “Wendy 
was access advisor to the 
Bishop of Southwark and she 
did talks about disability 
access to community groups 
and schools, wherever she 
was asked. She was always 
conscientious about keeping 
any commitments, and, 
because she never liked the 
word ‘carers’, she was 
supported by people that she 
called her ‘PAs’!” 

Wendy, who worked 
tirelessly both with local 
community health groups 
and with the QE hospital, 
had been a churchwarden at 
St Luke’s. 

The Bishop of Woolwich, 
the Rt Rev Christopher 


Chessun, had especially 
asked to conduct her funeral 
and the preacher was the Rev 
Erica Wooff, Rector of 
Charlton, a friend who had 
supported her through her 
last illness. 

Erica told GT: “Wendy was 
a fighter. We were very happy 
that the Bishop was able to 
help us - so that we could 
give Wendy the service she 
deserved.” 

The funeral was attended 
by the Mayor of Greenwich, 
Cllr Allan MacCarthy. 

Later, he told GT: “Wendy 
was a lovely lady. Many will 
have known her for her 
outstanding work for people 
with disabilities, for which 
she was awarded a richly 
deserved MBE. 


“Her contribution to others 
was more than that. She had 
been a teacher, school 
governor and was much 
involved with her church. A 
quiet lady and a wonderfully 
supportive person, her 
passing is a great loss to us 
all.” 

Later, there was a short 
committal service at Hither 
Green Crematorium, 

followed by a reception at St 
Richard's Church Hall, 
Swallowfield Road, Charlton.

On the fringe 


Greenwich Comedy Festival is in full swing, but fresh from the 
Edinburgh Fringe, borough comic Jo Burke is ‘all comedied out’

AS one comedy 
^ M festival begins, so 
J another ends, and 
as the Greenwich 
▼ ▼ fest winds up the 
laughter this week, so the 
applause and hysterics from 
Edinburgh dies into the 
distance. 

Conversely to the SE10 
shenanigans - made up of 
heavyweight names from the 
land of laugh, the Edinburgh 
Fringe is one of the hottest 
dates on the calendar for up 
and coming comics. 

And making the long journey 
to Scotland was Eltham born 
gag-merchant Jo Burke, who 
made the semi finals of a 
nationwide stand-up 
competition after only seven 
months on the circuit. 

“I reached the semis of So You 
Think You’re Funny, which 
was held at one of Edinburgh’s 
most renowned venues, The 
Gilded Balloon,” Jo told Scene. 
“It was a really brilliant 
experience.” 

Although Jo didn’t make it 
through, it came as no 
surprise - no women got 
through to the final. 

“It is very difficult for a 
woman to get through,” 
admitted the Greenwich 
comic. “In 22 years of the 
competition a woman has one 
it only once. And it was a 
tough competition - the 
contest scoured the length and 
breadth of the country to find 
the funniest people.” 

So why is the world of comedy 
such a male-dominated arena? 
“In general it is a lot harder for 
women to be funny. There are

too few role models for women 
in stand up. There are the big 
and obvious ones like Lucy 
Porter and Jo Brand, but it can 
be quite lonely.” 

And, Jo added, in terms of 
traditional expectations of 
women’s roles, there can be 
stigma attached to the 
lifestyle of a stand-up comic. 

“It’s a tough business, and if 


you’re trying to do family 
things it’s not compatible - a 
lot of late nights, lots of time 
on the road.” 

Falling at the last hurdle in 
SYTYF could have been 
worse for Jo, but luckily for 
her, her heart doesn’t lie in 
stand-up, it is more of a 
means to an end for the actor 
and writer. 


“There’s not a lot of work for 
actors at the moment. I trained 
eight or nine years ago and 
have always written. This time 
last year ITV commissioned a 
pilot for a show that I’d 
written. At the last minute 
they pulled it, the reason being 
that I’m totally unknown. 

They said the quickest way to 
get known is by doing stand- 
up.” 

Seven months into her career 
and Jo - who went to school at 
Middle Park and Eltham 
Green schools - still finds the 
nakedness of being all alone 
on a stage daunting. 

“The first time was terrifying - 
it still is,” she confessed. “I 
wouldn’t do it out of choice, 
but I want to make a living out 
of writing for TV.” 

After stints in a bank and as a 
PA at Yorkshire Television, 

Jo’s early stand-up show’s 
consisted of hiding behind a 
character for security, but 
lately has been being herself 
on stage. 

“Being in character was easier 
to handle. Doing it as myself - 
that’s even more terrifying 
because you are more 
vulnerable.” 

And Jo tried to get in on the act 
for this week’s Greenwich 
Comedy Festival but again 
came up against a brick wall. 
“It is a shame there isn’t an 
open mic session for unknown 
comics,” said Jo, “ and I’m all 
‘comedied out’ from 
Edinburgh so there is no one 
I’m desperate to see there!” 

Jo is onstage at Soho Theatre, 
Dean Street on October 7. To see

PETER Jackson is the man behind 
this original and entertaining 
film.

The film does make some great 
points about casual racism but it 
is an easy lesson to learn and 
does not slow the film down a bit.

creativity and less to bundles of 
dollars.

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First Olympic legacy project opens in Eltham 


GREENWICH Council’s 
first Olympic legacy 
project hit the ground 
running with the opening 
of a £575,000 all-weather 
pitch at Blackheath 
Rughy Club’s training 
ground at Well Hall. 
Eltham, on Saturday, 
August 29. 

The state-of-the-art, rubber 
crumb-based pitch, which 
reduces the risk of injury, 
received significant funding 
from the Rugby Football 
Union (RFU) and £100,000 
from Greenwich Council. 

As well as raising the profile 
of the famous old local club - 
150 years old last year - the 
pitch will be part of 
Greenwich’s legacy from its 
role as one of the host 
boroughs to the 2012 Olympic 
Games. 

Council leader Chris 
Roberts joked: “I came here 
to discuss rugby union 
finances and a cup of coffee 
cost me £100,000! That was 
match funding for the pitch 
which will also be available 
as a fantastic facility to local 
schools and the community. 

“It’s the first of the council’s 
£10.2 million Olympic legacy 
fund to be spent. Our money 
helped to attract the money 
from the RFU and other 
organisations, ad this is quite 
clearly going to be a great

local facility.” 

Blackheath acquired a 25- 
year lease of the University of 
Greenwich ground in 
Kidbrooke Lane, Eltham, in 
2007. “The whole site was in a 
dilapidated state," said 
project manager Rick 
Whiteman. 

“The five grass pitches 
needed work and the 
clubhouse required a major 
overhaul with a new roof, 
electrical wiring and lifts and 
a complete refurbishment 
throughout with a new 
kitchen, bar and toilets." 

The London Marathon Fund 
offered £70,000 towards the 
all-weather pitch, the RFU 
followed up with another 
£177,000 and it escalated from 
there. 

More money came from 
Greenwich Community 
College with a consortium of 
Blackheath club members, 
led by past president Barry 
Nealon, made up the balance. 

Mayor of Greenwich Allan 
MacCarthy shared the 
honours of opening the 
facility with Richard 
Appleby, vice president of the 
RFU. 

A wind-affected pre-season 
friendly was played against 
another famous old club, 
Rosslyn Park. The visitors 
won 14-11 but rugby was the 
winner on the day.

They needed Semedo's splendid 
recovery tackle to deny visiting 
skipper Kevin O'Connor but wasted 
little time in adding to their lead.
